W. W. Hartley until Monday were 
the only avowed candidates for the 
position of mayor, but on that 
evening at a meeting of the work­ 
ingmen F. G. Sundberg was nom­ 
inated as their candidate. 
This 
put a different aspect on things. 
Mr. Sundberg is known to be in 
direct opposition to the saloon in­ 
terests and has so expressed him­ 
self openly, and when his candi­ 
dacy was placed betore the people 
there was a general hustling of dry 
bones. 
Mr. Sundberg is a Scandi­ 
navian and a member of a very 
strong organization composed of 
gentlemen of that nationality, the 
Society North Star, but it is claim­ 
ed his Scandinavian brethren who 
are in the saloon business are work­ 
ing hard against him, and that he 
will n X receive a very solid sup­ 
port from them. 
He will draw 
heayilv from the workingmen on 
account of his being their nominee 
but tliis element is not entirely 
united on him. 
C. H- Douglas is the avowed 
candidate of the liquor men, and 
they are doing ail they can to have 
him elected, 
His vote will be in 
the first ward, with probably a 
good showing in the third. 
The 
first vrard will poll a tremendous 
vote, as nearly all the woodsmen 
are now down and their headquar­ 
ters are in that ward. 
Mr. Doug­ 
las will get nearly all of this vote. 
W. \V. Hartley is probably the 
best fitted man, of the three, for 
the position, leaving everything 
out but ability, and the council 
would probably 
experience less 
trouble with him as the executive 
officer. 
He is well posted and has 
a thorough knowledge of the work­ 
ings of municipalities, but he is 
the proprietor of the Villard Hotel, 
and has a bar in connection which 
of course causes a bolt of the tem­ 
perance people who would other­ 
wise turn in and support him. 
It is a puzzle to the majority of 
our people, since Mr. hand berg 
came up, as to who stands the best 
show, even more so than the fa­ 
mous “ fifteen puzzle.” but wise 
heads figure it out that Mr, Sund­ 
berg will draw from Mr. Hartley, 
and that 0. H. Douglas will prob­ 
ably capture the plum.

Schumaker is in­ 
sane and gets a pension at the rate 
ot $72 per month.

The 
certificate is made payable at the 
Milwaukee agency,and it is said will 
be the largest amount ever paid 
to any one pensioner by that agen­ 
cy. 
Schumaker has been an inmate 
of the Northern Hospital for the 
insane at Oshkosh, Wis., nearly 
twelve years, his insanity being 
caused by an injury to his head 
while in the service 
in Texas.

perial palace at Gatschina! 


Some one has taken the time and 
trouble to figure out the various com­ 
binations of coins that might be used 
in changing a quarter, and places them 
at 215. The pieces used in making the 
changes are the 20-cent piece, 10-cent 
piece, 5-cent piece, 3-cent piece, 2-cent 
piece, and 1-cent piece. To be able to 
make all the changes would require 
one 20-cent, two 10-cent pieces, 12 2- 
cent pieces and 25 1-cent pieces, mak 
ing in all 53 pieces of money, repre 
seuting $1.38.

Mr. Chambers, United States con­

where oil is found in quantity—were 
•108 in number last year, of which 20G 
are abandoned, and only 104 now 
producing. The product of these 104 
in 1885 averaged 31,000 barrels o: 
crude petroleum daily. Little or no 
prospect ing has been done looking to 
the extension of the field, and the 
government refuses to lease its lands. 
Much of the oil is of a very poor qua! 
ity, owing to the recklessness of tin 
refiners, but a few of the larger firms, 
looking to something more than im­ 
mediate profit, are making a bettej 
article. 


It appears that Germany, Austria, 
Russia, England, and some 
othei 
countries are rapidly extending their 
canal systems, notwithstanding the 
pre-eminence of the present period as 
a railroad era, and that, in respect 
to the extent of freight or commercial 
water routes, America is relatively 
far behind Europe. Thus, France it 
at present engaged on four great wa­ 
ter-ways, for which a sum equal to 
8200,000,000 has been appropriated, 
and which will, in fact, cost a muck 
larger sum; Germany and Russia art 
constructing a canal from the Baltic 
to the North 8ea; England is making 
canals at immense cost, from London 
to Liverpool and Bristol, and fron; 
Manchester to Liverpool; while ('an 
ada is spending a million dollars tG 
improve the Welland Canal.

■attle is very great. They are dyins 
so fast that the farmers cannot skin 
them all, hut the hide market is quit* 
low. There is in many portions o! 
the country absolutely no range, and 
would not he for some weeks, though 
it should rain at once. Texas gras.* 
is hard to devitalize, hut the month* 
of drouth have proved too much fot 
it. There is a consequent strong un­ 
easiness in stock circles, and specula­ 
tion or trading in any kind of animals 
has fallen olT greatly. 


According to the report to 
tin 
stockholders in the Eastern railroad, 
the awful casualty which occurred on 
its line, at Revere, Mass., several years 
ago, “resulted m a loss to the corpo­ 
ration of $510,600 in round numbers, 
including personal damages, the de­ 
struction of ears and engines and the 
cost of all replacements.” These figures 
naturally attracted the serious atten­ 
tion of those interested in the net fi­ 
nancial results of t he company’s busi­ 
ness, and it is noticeable that the lira 
has been much freer from such expen­ 
sive episodes ever since.

eluded that it is much cheaper to pre­

F are on a Sailing Ship. 
Perhaps some of the young ad­ 
mirers of a “Life on the ocean wave” 
would like to know how they fare 
aboard ship. There is no mother’s 
pantry to visit. Each sailor furnish­ 
es his own tin plate, coffee cup and 
knife and fork. He has no table, with 
chairs placed for his 
convenience. 
When “grub” is ready to be served the 
cook gives the signal. A sailor comes 
and receives a pan of bread; another 
takes a pan of beef, the third takes 
the large coffee pot, with hash or 
potatoes as the cook chooses. The 
bill of fare is fixed by law. At the be­ 
ginning of the voyage the captain calls 
his crew aft and inquires if there are 
any who wish to have their food 
weighed. They always prefer to eat 
as much as they can “stow away.” 
The sailors eat in the forecastle. 
If 
they are disposed, they can rig them­ 
selves a table; otherwise they must 
sit around on trunks or the deck in 
rough weather and take their rations. 
fd he officers eat with the captain in 
the cabin, where a table is set and 
furnished the same as at home. 
A 
rack is used in rough weather to keep 
the dishes from dancing. 
If there is a 
good cook on board, everything goes 
well; but an unskilled cook makes all 
hands miserable. 
During extremely cold weather pas­ 
sengers do not at tarn pt 1 o sit at the 
table, but take whatever they require 
in their hands anti eat the best way 
they can. One day a sailor was eat­ 
ing his rations during rough weather, 
when 
the 
ship 
gave 
a 
sudden 
lurch and a piece of beef went gallop­ 
ing across the deck. The sailor raise*! 
his fork, and making a dash for the 
beef, shouted: “Stop that horse!” The 
sailors call their beef “salt horse.” 
The story which they tell is this: One 
voyage, when the heel was particular­ 
ly' tough,a horseshoe was found at the 
bottom of the beef barrel, when upon 
one of the sailors got up the following 
rhyme: 
“Ohl horse, <Jd horMc. **hat brought you 
h*-re?” 
“From Saccarap to Portland pier, 
I was dragging lum ber for m any a year, 
I wa« kicked arid cuffed w ith sore abuse 
! And s a l t e d d o w n for s a i l o r s ’ use; 
Between the m ainm ast arid the pumps 
I was malted dow n in great big chunks; 
I hey hauled me out and picked my bon*s, 
They hove me over to D avy J on es.” 
The captain of a sailing ship was 
asked by his wife if she couldn't give 
the sailors a good dinner. 
He replied 
that he was afraid it would make 
them saucy. She finally prevailed. A 
fine turkey was procured from shore 
and given to the cook, who served it 
up in good order and gave it to the 
sailors, fine gave a scrutinizing look 
and exclaimed: “What is that old 
bird loing here?” Another said: 
“I 
wonder how old it is? Must 
have 
died of old age.” The third remarked 
that if it had b**n good for anything 
they would have kept it in the cabin. 
They finally hove it overboard and 
made a dinner of “salt horse.” The 
captain’s wife, after that, never med­ 
dled with her hu-band's housekeeping.

Perhaps som e of 
the young ad­ 
mirers of a “Life on the ocean w ave” 
would like to know how they fare 
aboard ship. 
There is no m other’s 
pantry to visit. 
Each sailor furnish­ 
es his own tin plate, coffee cup and 
knife and fork. 
He has no table, with 
chairs placed for his 
convenience. 
When “grub” is ready to be served the 
cook gives the signal. 
A sailor conies 
and receives a pan of bread; another 
takes a pan of beef, the t hird takes 
the large coffee pot, with hash or 
p otatoes as the cook chooses. 
The 
bill of fare is fixed by law. 
At the be­ 
ginning of the voyage the captain calls 
his crew aft and inquires if there are 
any who wish to have their food 
weighed. 
They alw ays prefer to eat 
as much as they can “stow aw ay.” 
The sailors eat in the forecastle. 
If 
they are disposed, they can rig them ­ 
selves a table; otherwise they must 
sit around on trunks or the deck in 
rough weather and take their rations. 
The officers cat with the captain in 
the cabin, where a table is set and 
furnished the sam e as at home. 
A 
rack is used in rough weather to keep 
the dishes from dancing. 
If there is a 
good cook on board, everything goes 
well; but an unskilled cook makes all 
hands miserable. 
During extrem ely cold weather pas­ 
sengers do not attem pt to sit a t the 
table, but take whatever they require 
in their hands and eat the best way 
they can. 
One day a sailor was eat­ 
ing his rations during rough weather, 
when 
the 
ship 
gave 
a 
sudden 
lurch and a piece of beef went gallop­ 
ing across the deck. The sailor raised 
his fork, and making a dash for the 
beef, shouted: “Stop that hor-'-!” The 
sailors call their beef “salt horse.”
